MAY RELEASE LIFE CONVICT. 


South Bend, Ind., Oct 12.™Lewis 


Jauith, of this city, who is serving a 
life sentence in the state prison in 
Michigan City, Ind., is innocent of 
the murder of Patrolman Samuel 
Cooper, of the South Bend police de- 
partment, provided James Braddie is 
telling the truth. 
Braddie, who 


claims that he is fatally ill, made the 
confession in a letter which he wrote 
to Governor W, T. Durbin, of Indi- 
ana. The letter was written at Buf- 
falo and was mailed from the PA 
American grounds on September 23. 
In making the confession Braddie 
says that Officer Cooper caught him 
in company with Lewis Jaquith and 
Jack Ragan stealing from a saloon 
and in the excitement and efforts to 
escape arrest he shot Cooper, the offi- 
cer knocking Jacquith to the ground 
just -before he fired shots that proved 
fatal. The fight, he says, took place 
in an alley on the night of Septem- 
ber 28, 1900. Ragan, another com- 
panion, died soon after at St. Joseph's 
hospital. Jacquith was convicted of 
the murder at LaPorte circuit court 
the jury being out only ten min- 
utes. He always maintained his in- 
nocence. 
Soon after his conviction 


'his wife became insane, Jaquich has 
not seen the letter.

•Washington, Oct. 12,—Capt. P. E. 
ihadwick, who was Admiral Samp- 
son's chief of staff during the war 
with Spain, continued his testimony 
before the Schley court of inquiry to- 
lay. 
He was under cross-examina- 


tion at the hands of Mr. Raynor when 
the court adjourned yesterday, and 
that gentleman, continued his inter- 
rogatories when the court convened 
at 11 o'clock this morning. 


Other witnesses of the day were 


Lieut. Sidney A. Staunton, who was 
iaptain Chadwick's principal assist- 
ant, and'Lieut. Nathan C. Twining, 
who was aboard the battleship Iowa 
as an officer during the Santiago cam- 
mign. 


Most of yesterday's witnesses were 


recalled for the purpose of correcting 
their testimony. 


There was only one session of the 


court today, a decision having been 
reached yesterday to adjourn at 1 
o'clock today until next Monday in 
order to give the members of the court 
and counsel an opportunity for recre- 
ation and recuperation. 


HAS MADE MUCH PROGRESS. 
Captain Lemly said today that he 


had made such progress during the 
present week that he expected to be 
able to conclude the presentation of 
the government side of the case by 
the close of the session on Monday. 
It is understood that 
Mr. Raynor 


will be prepared to immediately be- 
gin the 
introduction- of Admiral 


Schley's witnesses and it is his pres- 
ent intention to press the case for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. 


When Captain Chadwick took the 


stand Mr. Raynor formally addressed 
the court, requesting permission to 
ask the witness two questions which 
he outlined. He called attention to 
his question put to Captain Chad- 
wick yesterday concerning a tele- 
gram of congratulation which Ad- 
miral Sampson had sent to Commo- 
dore Schley on May 28.

was thought that General Buller could 
not do much harm in the two years 
remaining before he retired. Failure 
to appoint him would have signified a 
public disgrace, which the war office 
was not willing to inflict on him, be- 
lieving that General Buller had done 
to the best of his abilities.

TRAINED BY MACHINERY, 


They are training elephants by ma- 


chinery now. It is something they 
did not do in the olden times( but, 
then, people have generally changed 
from the old ways and there is no 
reason why elephant trainers should 
not do so, says the St. Loxiis Republic. 


Elephant instructors have devised 


a new method of imparting wisdom 
to their charges. 
In former years 


there were as many 
methods 
ns 


trainers, but with the inventian of 
machinery and the progression 
of 


thought a-materhl change has been 
wrought. 


At the present time the elephant in* 


structor goes about his work in pre- 
cisely the same manner as does the 
contractor of p. sky-scraper. 
If the 


material in hand is to be raised, the 
very quickest and safest way of ele- 


ating it is employed. If a ten-ton 


beam is fitted to a certain position on 
;he fifth floor, it is placed there in 
lie shortest time possible by the use 
of a huge crane.

;rainer wants an exhibit of licad bal- 
ancing or rope walking, he is enabled 
>y the us 2 of n chain to furnish a 
clew of the most effective nature in a 
minimum of time. 


Dangling at the end of a huge dcr- 


•ick, the elephant Is placed in any 
position desired. 
Once in this posi- 


tion, his education 
is 
commenced 


from that point. The new method of 
training is an experiment as yet, but 
its success is assured, at least so far 
as young elephants 
are concerned. 


Recently a circus received 
a con- 


signment of a dozen or more pachy- 
derms from Ceylon, Sumatra and In- 
dia. 
Their ages ranged from eight 


to twelve years and their weights 
between 1,500 pounds and ra ton. 


Coming fresh from the jungles of 


their native country, the young ele- 
phants possessed anything but 
a 


docile nature. Hence, tlieir training 
was accomplished only with difficulty. 


The beginner was taken into a ring 


in tho circus training 
barns and

No State Taxes and No Pub- 
Debt Exists,

The traveler, who, on his "way to 


the Tyrol, takes his last farewell of 
Switzerland at the village of Buchs, 
remembers, if 'he has previously con- 
sulted his Baedeker, that the train, 
before entering the Hapsburg domin- 
ions, stopped at one or two quaint 
villages, lying within the principal- 
of Liechtenstein. If hteis wise, how- 
ever* and not hard pushed for time, 
ho will not leave Buchs by train at 
all, but, mindful of the fact that he 
has at his elbow one of the smallest 
and least-written-about countries in 
the world, visit it on foot 


Vadus, the capital of Liechtenstein, 


is quite cosmopolitan. Above, on an 
imposing height, stands the eastle, 
the seat of the reigning prince; be- 


low, 
the modest one or two-story vil- 


lage houses closely nestling against 
•the gigantic mountain range give no 
'hint of the fact that we are in the 
capital of a European state, says the 
New York Post. 
The nearest ap- 


proach to a royal emblem is the sign 
of the lion in front of an inn—tho 
best in the place, we are told. 
"We 


enter and seat ourselves at one of the 
two long tables in the Gastximmer— 
a large, cool room with low ceiling 
aii'l lov;. deep-set windows, a white 
wooden floor relieved by a cross of 
dark hardwood, a huge "grand- 
father's" clock rising from floor to 
ceiling, and an enormous tile stove, 
suggestive of good fellowship in win- 
ter, v-rhile cool and pleasant looking 
jn summer. 
Lithographs 
of the 


Savior and the Virgin and portraits 
of the reigning prince and his prede- 
cessor complete the outfit of the room, 
with which the incandescent lights 
tV.ingling from the ceiling form a 
strange contrast. 


NEWSPAPEES "UP-TO-DATE. 
Our 
entrance passes unnoticed. 


After a while we open another door 
and look into a long corridor, equally 
cool and equally deserted. Another 
door and another peep reveal the 
roomy and grimy kitchen, whose two 
buxom inmates turn slowly at our 
approach. 
Our desires being made 


known, weare once more left to our 
meditations or the perusal of the 
laechtensteinisches 
Volksblatt—the 


government organ of the country. It 
is a weekly, published, as though in 
defiance of the superstition prevail- 
ing in less enlightened 
countries, 


every Friday. The number before us 
contains in its official part (Amt- 
liolier Theil) a government proclama- 
tion announcing that a savings bank 
book belonging to a certain female 
and calling for 1,600 kronen ($320), 
having been presumably burned at a 
fire, a duplicate would be issued 
within three months unless the orig- 
inal turned up in the meantime. This 
is the only item of official news af- 
fecting Liechtenstein; the unofficial 
part of the paper is cosmopolitan 
enough to include a detailed account 
of the steel strike in the "United 
States. 


STATE TAXES NOT IMPOSED. 
Liechtenstein, with its sixty Eng- 


lish square miles and nearly 10,000 
inhabitants, may look down with 
something like contempt upon its 
smaller compeers, San Marino and 
Monaco, and the very greatest mon- 
archies of Europe may look up to it 
envyingly, for Liechtenstein has 
neither standing army nor state 
taxes, nor public debt. Utopia has 
indeed found its realization within 
this principality. As if -to show how 
little governing it takes to govern 
well, the reigning prince very rarely 
visits his country. Indeed, he has 
not seen the castle of his ancestors 
since 1896, and the date of his re- 
turn is very problematical. But, al- 
though an Austrian peer and prac- 
tically a resident of Vienna, he takes 
a lively interest in the concerns of 
Ins country. He has delegated the 
administration of affairs to a cab- 
inetsrath, who -seems to discharge his 
duties to the satisfaction of the peo- 
ple generally and of the diet in par- 
ticular. This body, which meets at 
Vaduz every summer, is composed of 
three members appointed by the 
prince for three years and fourteen 
members elected for the same term by 
the people. 
One clerical, a village 


Each 


of the eleven villages manages its 
own local affairs independently of 
the diet, but in matters of common 
interest the heads of tho community 
confer with the cabinetsrath freely. 
Vadus pays its ortsvorstoher the 
sum of 180 florins ($75) annually, 
but the seven municipal councillors 
are unsalaried. 
There are thirty- 


one primary schools and a secundar- 
schule in the principality, and all in- 
struction is free. 


COINED HIS OWN MONEY, 


The prince derives no 
revenue 


• whatever from his country beyond 


the enjoyment of'the products of the 
beautiful vineyards surrounding his 
castle. The public revenues, amount- 
ing to something like $100,000, ara 
derived from import and excise duties 
and the postal and telegraph service, 
all of whicih branches of the admin- 
istration «ire in the hands of Austria. 
But that country derives no direct 


revenue, the 
turned back 
Liechenstein. 


amount of which is 
into the treasury of 
The administration of 


the judiciary lies with the courts of 
Austria, but the country supplies its 
own police, three guardians of pub- 
lic safety being sufficient for Vaduz, 
However, to save the principal prc* 
rogative 
of a sovereign, Prince 


Jc&ann II., on the adoption of the 
recent monetary reform in Austria, 
coined his own money, and his hand- 
some effigy appears on the crown 
pieces of Liechenstein. Unfortunate- 
ly, the coins had hardly been struck 
off when they disappeared from cir- 
culation, having nearly all been 
bought up by enterprising coin col- 
lectors, some of whom pay now as 
much as sixty crowns ($12) for a 
five-crown piece. 


DECEIVED A SNUB. 


The consideration that led Austria 


to assume her friendly tutelage over 
Liechtenstein were partly practical 
and partly seutimcatl. 
It was in 


Austria's interest to gain control of 
the customs and octroi territory ly» 
ing between Switzerland and her own 
province of Vorarlbcrg, arid m all 
probability she was glad to show her 
gratitude to the Liechtenstein dy- 
nasty for their stand in the war of 


18CG. 
when the principality sided 


with Austria. Up to that -tissc Liech^ 
tenstein had heen ft, member of the 
German confederacy, but after the 
war the little country met with an 
even sadder fate 'ohan that which be- 
fell the German states who had taken 
up arms against Prussia. It is true 
the principality was not annexed, 
but it was most cruelly snubbed. In 
the organization of the new German 
empire it was utterly ignored. Liech- 
tenstein, and, technically speaking, 
the principality is still cit v/ar with 
Prussia, and, for all we know to the 
contrary, with the rest of Germany. 


HEIB, TO THRONE UNKNOWN. 
The ortsvorsteher cf Vaduz ap- 


peared 'to make light of the uncer- 
tainty thus ."hovering over his coun- 
try, but he regards with some con- 
cern the question as to the succes- 
sion to the throne, the 
reigning 


prince being childless and the heir- 
presumptive, his nephew, and un- 
known quantity. "When we ventured 
to hint at a possible amalgamation of 
Liechtenstein with Austria or Switz- 
erland, the patriotic ortsvorsteher 
protested energetically ""We are sat- 
isfied with things as they are and 
trust they will continue so." Even 
an appeal to his pride in the military 
achievements c£ the few remaining 
veterans of the wars of 1848 and 
1§6G failed to shako his quiet con- 
tent. 


"We do not want any more mili- 


tary glory," he said, as I rose to bid 
adieu -to him and to happy Vaduz. 
Before crossing the borders of the 
principality, however, I 'had occasion 
to convince myself that it contains 
minds of loftier ambition than that 
expressed by the modest ortsvorste- 
her, for I purchased a postal card 
bearing in print the national hymn 
of Liechtenstein, with the stirring 
lines: 


"There near the youthful Rhine, 
Stands fearless Liechtenstein, 
Guardian of Germany." 


EMIGRANTS ABE SELECTED.- 


Before making any movement afc 


all, the Eussian emigrant who desires 
to go to* Siberia must seek the ndvice 
cf the local authorities and obtain a 
certificate of his suitability and ca- 
pacity. 
Pemits to emigrate are no 


longer easily obtainable, but are fre- 
quently refused on sucli grounds aJ 
•'insufficient means/7 "physical dis- 
ability" and "warnt of working power 
in ths family/' the regulations lay- 
ing it down that only "good farmers 
and taxpayeis*' arc to ba granted 


permits. 
The provisional permit is 


given only to the head of the family 
or seme other able-bodied member of 
it, who, having taken the advice of 
the emigration officials at TcheCa- 
bluak as to the nature and location of 
Ihe available lands, is scr.t at a nom- 
inal fare into Siberia, whero hts is 
free to examine all the lots avail- 
able. 
If he is sucNsrfttl in finding 


suitable land he must fiist have his 
choice approved at tlia local emigra- 
tion office, the title being endorsed 
upon his pioneer's certificate. After- 
ward a final permit to emigrate 5s 
given to the remaining members of 
his family, who follow him on special 
terms aa to railway 
fares.—The 


Forum. 


Ctf AKEHS ARE DYING OFF. 


Eccent repairs from the various 


yearly meetings or conventions of 
Friends indicate that this organiza- 
tion is iu danger of disappearing. 
Thirteen yearly meetings report 92-i 
deaths and 772 births, a net lo£3 of 
152. 
This loss occurs in 
-all the 


meetings but three—in Ohio, where 
the births exceed the cUa<ihs by one; 
in Kansas, where the births are one- 
half more* numerous than the deaOs, 
and in Oregon, whore they are twice 
?,s nimeicus, though the meeting 
itself is small. In ten ens tern meet- 
ings the excess of deaths was 232. 
This failing- off is r.sciibed in part xo 
the fact th'»t the younger members 
of tho society arc leaving it and en- 
tering othcT communions. This daii; 
outlcok for t'he rocicty is affcctcrl 
only in degree by «a slight incr:-:^ 
in its mcmbe-rship in England to a 
total of 15,836. The great bulk of 
t-he dcncmiiv.tion is in this country, 
the nu:n<bcr in 1891 being some 81.-

The reader of these lines will hard- 


ly ever be bound in a material prison, 
and therefore can have but a super- 
ficial interest in the story of Joseph, 
unless for a prison cf walls and pave* 
ruen'ts 'and cells and convicts we sub- 
stitute a prison of every sort of hard- 
ship. 


HIS EXAMPLE PROFITABLE. 
And then if we arc minded to carry 


ourselves as Joseph carried himself 
in Pharaoh's prison, tho points of 
his experience may csrvc us as a 
profitable lesson help. 
And nrst of 


all wo should observe that Joseph be- 
lieved (xxxix., 2) the Lord, \ 
with him in prosperity, was as cer- 
tainly with him (lesson verse 131) in 
adversity. 
To<o apt are many, if not 


moat, to recognize the presence of 
Prcvidcn-:o when the sunlight of suc- 
ccc-3 cheers Ihoir wny onward, but 
lore faith in tho fairness of the heav- 
enly FsVher if without fault of their 
own they fall into, trouble.

self-defense do we hoar from his lips. 


Wardens of prisons have told us

IN HIS FIKST FAITH. 


Dr. C. W. Andrews, of the British 


museum, has 
just returned 
from 


Egypt with a most valuable Collec- 
tion of fossils from the tertiary beds 
of the western desert. 


In miocene times there appeared, as 


the remains testify, the huge ele- 
phant-like 
mastodon, which con- 


tinued to live after man appeared on 
the earth, but is now totally extinct. 


More wonderful and more 
bulky 


was the giant 
dinotherium, 
from 


whose lower jaw proceeded downward 
two huge tusks. The sudden appear- 
ance of these gigantic mountains of 
fiesh in late geological times has 
been one of the important scientific 
problems. 


Dr. Andrews has discovered in the 


earlier eocene deposits the ancestors 
of the mastodon and dinotherium, 
which he has named, respectively, 
palaeomastodon and bradytherium. 
The brndy thorium, like his descend- 
ant, dinothe-rium, had a pair of pro- 
cumbent tusks and will be of partic- 
ular value in placing this hitherto 
very obscure class of mammals. The 
collection also includes numerous 
fossil fishes and reptiles from Ethiopa 
and is without question the most im- 
portant discovery of this decade.

PERSONAL LIBERTY SACRED. 


The duty of the state in presence 


of strikes is clear and imperative, 
writes Archbishop Ireland, in North 
American Review. It is to protect 
personal liberty in all cases and at 
nil costs. The entire authority of the 
state should, if necessary, be put in 
motion to protect the liberty of a sin- 
gle citizen, whether that citizen be 
one who refuses to work or one who 
desires to work. 
The state ascer- 


tains the will of the citizen in this 
regard, and then extends over it the 
shield of law. The law should be uni- 
form for all and universal in its ap- 
plication without regard to person, or 
position, or class. "The day of the 
public in trade disputes," once said 
Lord Derby, ''is to make a ring and 
see fair play/' 
The law should 


mercilessly put down intimidation 
and violence whencesoever they come, 
Its action should always be directed 
towards the freedom of the individ- 
ual, be -he workman or employer, 
xmionist or free laborer. The refusal 
or the failure of the state to repress 
and punish violations of personal lib- 
erty is the introduction of anarchy. 


To condemn the abuses against per- 


sonal liberty 
which marked the 


course of strikes in this and other 
countries is to serve the cause of 
labor and of labor unions. 
The most 


praiseworthy cause may be ruined by 
by the adoption of methods that 
reason and religion reprobate. Pub- 
lic opinion will not long tolerate 
what conduces to lawlessness and an- 
archy; it will put the ban upon as- 
sociations which, however legitimate 
their purposes may be, tend to under- 
mine law and order in society. The 
purpose will be forgotten in presence 
of tho methods. Under the pressure 
of evil methods associations will in- 
evitably suffer disintegreation. Con- 
science and patriotism rise higher 
than allegiance to any association. 


The cause of labor is of itself s' 


holy that all right-minded men, a! 
Christians, must lend to it their sy:n 
pathy and support. It is the cause o 
-humanity; it is the cause of religion 
Why should it not in its onward 
march so boar itself,that no census 
can attach to it, that no friend mus 
be obliged to withdraw from it his 
esteem and his love?

THE PITTSBU'RG WRECK. 


The wreck at the St. Mary's bridge 


yesterday afternoon, 
mentioned in 


yesterday's Sentinel, w&s one of the

The five cars which figured 


most prominently in the mishap were 
loaded with general merchandise, and 
some of it was quite valuable.

lowed to pass over that track until 
repairs are made. 
Cross-over tracks 


at the east and the west end of the 
bridge were put in last night, and 
all trains now cross the river on the 
north tracks. 
Some delay occurs oc- 


casionally at the bridge, but traffic 
is not' seriously impeded.

quired several members of the *city 
and Pennsylvania police forces to 
keep the crowds at a safe distance 
from the 'bridge yesterday, but the 
day passed without any accident to 
the curious people who gathered 
there shortly after

CHINA MAKES HEK OWN GUNS. 


Mr. Gerow D. Brill, an official lately 


in the employ of the Chinese gov- 
ernment, in the course of an inter- 
view with a press representative at 
Calcutta gave it as his opinion that 
the prohibition on the importation of 
arms into China is futile. He said: 


"The Chinese have arsenals and 


smokeless powder factories at Poo- 
chow, on the coast; at Hanyang, ne?.r 
Hankow; at Nanking, at Chengtu, in 
iczuchuan, and, I believe, also at 
Canton, or somewhere near. At Han- 
rang before the recent troubles they 
were turning out some fifteen rifles 
x day; but then they were not push- 
ng things. 
Now all is changed. 


Phe factories are working at full 
pressure night and day. Some hun- 
Ireds of rifles are probably produce-i; 
daily now. Then they have all the 
machinery and metal for casting big 
;uns. They also make quick-firing 
ind machine guns. 
The rifles are 


nagazine rifles, taking six 
cart- 


•iclges. At Hanyang they started to 
build a powder factory many months 
igo. The work did not progress very 
-apidly till the boxer outbreak. Then 
.lie,Chinese put on a spurt. The fac- 
,ory was finished last December and 
s now working full pressure. 


Chang-Chi-Tung is one of the 


jvisest men in China. You may guess 
that he is not making arms and am- 
munition, for nothing. 
The pro- 


vincial army has undergone a thor- 
ough reorganization. All the old and 
nefficient men and officers have been 
weeded out, and thousands of recruits 
obtained from Hunan, the Hunaneso 
being the bravest meai in China. 


"The Japanese and German in- 


structors were 
never dismissed. 


When things looked very bad lust 
year they abstained from drilling the 
troops, but they have come to ths 
front again and are hard at work 
now. 
There are three Gorman in 


structors and a number of Japanese;. 
One of the Germans is an officer of 
high rank. No one can tell what is 
going to happen in China."

MANY HOOSIER TOWNS AND PLACES HAVE WEIRD AND 


STBIKINGLY GROTESQUE TITLES. 


(Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune.) 
Special attention of the census de- 


paitment has been, attrarted to tae 
grer.t number of peculiar town nair.es 
in Indiana. 
It is claimed that no- 


where east of the land of Poker Plat, 
Roaring Cainp and Dead Dog is there 
a state that has so many incipient 
cities blasted with freak names. At 
the head of the list cue finds Santa 
Claus, Big Poet, Sleepy Eye, Pignut, 
Popcorn, Dem, Soonover, Crumtown, 
Zulu and Zipp, and a hundred mere 
pacemakers, such as Pinhook, Hen- 
peck, Glassy Rock and 'Possum Trot, 
oil of which havo thsdr place en the 
map. 


It has been suggested by census of- 


ficers that Indiana might, with profit, 
take a suggestion frcm a neighbor- 
ing state, whose legislature was con- 
fronted during the pasit winter witfi 
a petition for enactment making it a 
penal offence to attach a nickname to 
any citizen. It was urged, and with 
plenty of historical citations, that 
many a worthy, ambitious man and 
woman had been handicapped in his 
or her race for prominence by such a 
simple millstone as "Skinny," **Lc:ig 
Bill," or "Sleepy," and that often it 
finally dragged them under the 
waves of absolute defeat.

WANT 20,000 LADY BUGS 


South African Farmers Need 


Them to Stop Invasion of In- 
sects. 


"Send us' 20,000 lady bugs," came 


hissing over the -cable from South 
Africa a few days ago. To the oper- 
ator who took the dispatch it read 
like a joke or a queer code message, 
but it was neither. The country is 
really threatened by a far worse 
enemy than shock-headed burghers 
who shoot straight, and lady bugs 
are to be used to repel the invasion. 
The enemy is a particularly injurious 
insect which has suddenly overrun 
South Africa, to the horror of the 
farmers and the consternation of the 
entomologists, who can find no means 
of destroying the pests. 


In their extremity the farmers ap- 


pealed to Professor Lounsbury, the 
official British entomologist of South 
Africa, who cabled to P. C. Tobey, of 
West Stockbridge, for a supply of 
lady bugs. All the children of West 
Stockbridge, and for miles around, 
are now hunting for lady bugs. They 
have organized hunting parties and 
are searching hill and valley and 
forest for the little red insect. Lady 
bugs are not easy to find, but the 
Soutn Africans are willing to pay a 
good price for them, and with the 
stimulus of a money reward the hunt 
goes on apace. 


But why the lady bug? Simply be- 


cause the little beetle is the deadly, 
persistent and consistent enemy of 
insects that prey on crops. Imported 
to South Africa, her ladyship will 
settle on the pest that worries the 
farmers and speedily be in a position 
to sing a paean of praise over the last 
quivering 
enemy to agricultural 


progress. The lady bug's entire life 
is passed in fighting farm pests. 
Country children know this and al- 
ways are gentle to the kindly dis- 
posed beetle. It seems to ignore all 
personal feeling in its eagerness to 
help the farmers and devours its own 
relatives as readily as perfect strang- 
ers. 
Thus it will attack and kill 


blister bugs, squash bugs, cabboge 
bugs, weevils, bark-boring bugs, 
flour beetles, bean beetles and cot- 
ton bugs, all of which belong to the 
colcoptera order. 
Its instinct for 


killing1 insects that infest crops is so 
keen that the lady bug lays her eggs 
among plant lice. Some fine day later 
the little lady bugs look out upon the 
world, discover the plant lice and 
make a meal of them to the very last 
members of the colony. 


A giant lady bug was imported to 


California from .Australia to cope 
with the insect which caused the cot- 
tony cushion on the grapes. In two 
years the newcomer practically ex- 
terminated the scale insect. 


Well may South Africa send a wail 


across the water for a supply of lady 
bugs. 
But the Berkshire farmers 


regard the matter in another light. 
They have enemies of their own, and 
to deprive them of their friends the 
lady bugs means destruction to their 
own crops. They very naturally are 
protesting1 and the exportation of 
lady bugs may be stopped by law.

self comes of a stock that gave a 
martyr to the Irish cause* Tar away 
in the North of Ireland 
lies the 


grave of a kinsman and namesake 
who died a hero's death for Ireland 
a little more than n hundred years 
ago, in the stirring, times of -98. 
The William McKinley who has just 
died was the cliief executive of the 
greatest ration in the world. The 
William McKinley of 1798 fought 
in the war for Irish independence, 
sustained in. hope, no doubt, by the 
example of American independence 
•already achieved, 'and, defeated in 
tho unequal strife, was not treated 
as a prisoner of war, but shot in 
Coleraine market place on the find- 
ing of a drura-'head court-martial. 
He was a Protestant, one of the race 
that gave McCracken and Monroe tc 
Ireland. Jfothing is better in these 
days than to recall to mind the fact 
that in tTlster and Leinster—at Bal- 
lynnhinch and Antrim, as well as 
on 'the hills of Wexforcl—Protestants 
and Catholics fought and fell to- 
gether for the cause of human lib- 
erty. 
The revolutionary idea arose 


in the north, and its first adlherents 
were the Protestant friends of the 
Catholic cause. The greolt struggle 
was fought out 
in Wexford, and 


with Father 
Murphy 
and Father 


Koohe during that 
terrible, brief 


campaign were Bagenal Harvey and 
many other Protestants whose lives 
were given for Ireland. 


M'KINLEYS OF DERVOCK.

There the soldiers took possession of 
the market place, while the unarmed 
people stood around with swelling 
hearts, but unable to save or succor. 
It was the day of short shrift and 
the swift bullet—not so very far past 
the time when English hunters re- 
turning to some Lord's keep after a 
day's sport would toss blazing 
torches into the thatch of cabins, in 
pure sport, to see the half-naked 
children pour out at the low door, 
their blue eyes wild with terror, their 
dark hair falling about their faces.

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HATS OF THE MIGHTY. 


History and Anecdote About 


the Stovepipe and Some of Its 
Famous "Wearers. 


(London Gazette.) 


Ever since a pertain John Hether- 


ington on January 15,1798, appeared 
in the Strand wearing, to quote a 
newspaper report of the period, upon 
'his head "what he called a silk hat, 
a tall structure, having a shiny lustre 
and calculated to frighten timid peo- 
ple," the top hat which, to quote the 
Thunderer of the same date, was 
"destined to work a revolution in 
headgear," lias been the headgear of 
the mighty, and in the case of Joseph 
Hume, the political reformer and fin- 
ancier, and some others, a mighty 
headgear. Joseph Hume, says the 
Glofce, in one of its chatty Turnover, 
who, when member of parliament for 
•Middlesex, proposed in 1834, a fixed 
duty on imported corn, 
apparently 


had the largest head of any man fam- 
ous in English history, judging from 
interesting statistics respecting the 
headpieces of celebrities which were 
forwarded, together with a traveling 
cap, by an admirer to Jir. Gladstone 
in 1897. His size in hats, indeed, 
was 8}4, or half a size larger than 
that of Dr. Thomson, who succeeded 
Archbishop Longley at York, and of 
Daniel O'Connell, whose head cover- 
ing, which was on view a few years 
ago at a meeting of the County Kil- 
dare Archaeological society at Naas, 
measured eight and a half inches in 
width and ten inches in its longest 
diameter, and was of sufficient dimen- 
sions to completely extinguish the 
chairman of the meeting as far as the 
chin when he elected to try it on. 
Following Daniel O'Connell in the 
size of headgear comes Dr. Thomas 
Chalmers, the eminent theologian and 
ono of the few Britons 
who have 


been elected members of the French 
Institute, and following him W. 3UC. 
Thackeray, who was a short head, in 
sporting parlance, in front of Mr. 
Gladstone, 
Charles Dickens, 
and 


Robert Burns, whoso head was never 
graced by ti -tall silk hat, for the poet 
died exactly six months before the 
happening of the stirring event that 
marked the occasion of the birth of 
the tall hat. 


The painstaking correspondent of 


tho Grand Old Man did not conclude 
his statistical record of headpieces 
with Burns, but extended it so far as 
to record the fact that our King Ed- 
ward VII. requires a No. 7 head cov- 
ering, his riepfoew'of Germany a hat 
bearing the mystic figures 6%, the 
late Dean Stanley a 6% "tile," and 
the duke of Cornwall and York a 
"topper" of the proportions 
repre- 


sented by the size 6%—information 
that the original recipient found, as 
he mentioned when 
acknowledging 


the gift, "full of interest." Large 
as some of these mighty head cov- 
erings appear, they would, if placed 
side by side with n couple of straw 
hats made in 1899 and last year at 
Luton, appear almost 
insignificant. 


In one case the crown of the straw 
erection 
measured 
about 
twelve 


inches high, and across the brim the 
measurement was six and one-half 
feet; the hat, which 
required the 


services of three experienced men to 
block and iron it, contained no fewer 
than 200 yards of jumbo plait one 
inch wide, and the hat box in which 
it traveled to Newcastle (Australia) 
measured seven feet square and was 
two feet deep. The second "straw' 
was even larger, for it measured ovei 
seven feet across the brim, twenty- 
one feet around the brim, and three 
feet around the crown; moreover, it 
contained 250 yards of dark blue 
and white jumbo plait, and no fewer 
than four men of vast experience were 
occupied in its manufacture. Wear- 
ing this, the largest hat in the 
world, even 
Lablache, the 
great 


singer, who, overcome with emotion 
once entered the royal presence wear- 
ing a hat on his head -and carrying 
one in his hand, could not have be- 
come oblivious to its presence. 


It 'will bo recallc'd' (by some old 


playgoers that when Queen Victoria, 
desirous perhaps of putting the great 
basso of the century and her old tutor 
at his ease, laughingly remarked 
"Monsieur I/ablache, you havo got 
one hat too many," the singer wittily 
and promptly replied: "Pardon, your 
majesty, there are two hats too many 
for a man who has lost his head." 


In, the early days of the lust cen- 


tury the "topper" of the period was 
styled a "castor," a title that gave 
rise to tho retort uttered by the first 
Baron Chclmsford when coming iaway 
from a reception with Lord Cockburn 
and Sir Frederick Pollock. 
Said 


Cockburn, chief justice: 
"I can't 


find my castor." 
"Then try Pol- 


lock's/7 rejoined the lord chancellor 
When the century closed H. Carolus 
Duran styled the unpopular but only 
head covering worn by polite made 
society in town, "the last word of the 
horrible," but, not-withstanding UK 
vituperations of the artistic and thi 
slang-of the period, the lop hat con- 
tinues on its career, undeterred by 
the hard things said about it. 
Th 


reason of this lies in the startling 
fact that the "topper," though : 
easily damaged, is one of the most in 
destructible of things—a fact tha 
ought to prove consoling to those 


members of parliament who, like Sir 
F. Powell in 1897, after delivering a 
rushing speech, likewise crush their 
op hats by sitting on them, or have 
hem crushed by others. 
This was 


the fortune of some unfortunate 
wight ft few sessions ago, the culprit 
being Lord, Stanley, who, inadver* 
ently passing between the speaker 
xnd the member addressing him, was 
.ssailed -with such shouts of "Order!" 
'Order!" that he hastily sat down, 
las! on tin immaculate silk hat grac- 
ng the bench in his immediate vi- 
cinity. 


Granting the indestructibility 
of 


tall silk hats if placed in the handa 
of experienced renovators and duly 
[teamed and reshellacked, it may be 
isked what becomes of all those hata 
hat arc not transported to Australia 
T to Africa, to be proudly donned by 
he artless savage. The natives havo 
been seen, off the west coast of the 
atter continent, swimming out to 
nccming steamers, each man wear- 
ng a renovated silk hat still wrapped 
n all the glory of the white tissue 
paper in. which it left its native Beth- 
nal Green, Whitechapel, or Barmons- 
>ey, the homes of the renovators. The 
answer to this question could be sup- 
»lied, perhaps, in bated breath *by 
many—they are collected. 
It seems, 


perhaps• incredible that any man 
ihould care to turn his fcouse into n 
museum of "shocking ba'd hats," but 
t is done none the less, as is evi- 
denced by the startling prices that 
;ome famous hats attain, such, for 
nstance, 'as the sum of £300 in gold 
paid for the Mexican sombrero pre- 
sented to General Grant while he was 
n that country in 1SSJ2. 
This now 


rests in! the National 
museum at 


Washington, where, if we remember 
rightly, reposes the headgear worn 
by President Lincoln on the night of 
his assassination in Ford's theater, 
and is considered the finest specimen 
>f its kind extant. 
It does not mat- 


;er in what state of disrepair the hat 
may be or the material out of which 
t was fashioned, the collector is in- 
fluenced in his regard only by the de- 
gree of celebrity attained by the orig- 
nal wearer and the uniqueness of his 
head coverings. 


When Baron' Christiani damaged 


the headgear of President Loubet at 
the Auteuil race course a few years 
ago an enterprising American, col- 
lector promptly proffered a bid of 
$400 for the ruined hat, but only re- 
ceived from the president a smile and 
an evasive reply.

BRITAIN A CUP WINNEB. 


Although the "America" cup races 


soak up nil 'the available interest of 
the world while they are pending 
the cup is only one out of n dozen 
famous trophies that Britain has to 
struggle with other nations for every 
year, and to the yachting enthusiast 
there are several races quite as ex- 
citing and important. 


France has her challenge cup, or, 


rather, we have it, for we wrested it 
from her two years ago. It is, how- 
ever going back to her this year with- 
out being raced for at all, owing to a 
clause in the rules. France has two 
international cups and this first one 
she calls the "Coupe de France." It 
was won at Cannes in 1898 by the 
English cutter Gloria and is a hand- 
some silver ewer, costing £70. 
The 


leading French yacht club, the TTrion 
Dss Yachts Francais, 
offered it as 


open to any nation, defended by the 
French cutter Esterel. 
Gloria soon 


snapped it up, however, and brought 
}t to England. Like the "America" 
trophy it is a challenge cup and open 
to boats of twenty tons, French rule. 
There was a challenger in 1899 and 
another last year, but our neighbors 
were beaten each time. 


Every year we race Germany for a 


cup that throws the "America" prize 
into the shade for beauty and value, 
and is raced for by a big fleet of the 
biggest .and finest yachts afloat. 
It 


is the kaiser's cup, designed and pre- 
sented by the emperor himself, and 
which ho -always hands to the win- 
ning owner in person. It is of solid 
gold, bearing on one side a medallion 
of Queen Victoria and on the other 
side one of the kais&r, and is open 
to yachts over fifty tons in an ocean 
race from t Dover 
v to 
Heligoland, 


Britain has always captured the prize 
without difficulty. 


Even if we fail to get the one anc 


only "America" cup and tho states 
still hold our old prize tight, we have 
ono of hers which she has failed to 
win back from us, and a fine trophy 
it is. This is* tho "Cape May" inter- 
national cup, of silver, worth £80 
and was first offered by America in 
1872 to all nations. The first British 
yacht to challenge was Sir Kichard 
Button's Genesta and she won it 
easily, tho race being sailed in half a 
gale of'wind. 
Genesta brought the 


trophy back, and in 1893 America 
being anxious to get it back, sent the 
Mavahoe over here to compete. Th 
king's Britannia, the most successfu 
racing yacht ever built, defended tin 
cup and beat the 'American 
hands 


down.—London Daily Mail.

body three times as big as himself. 
No official report was made that the 
red army killed two of the enemy to 
every one killed on its side.

bets were made as to the outcome by 
those who witnessed the fight* Two 
to one (was given on the black ants, 
as sympathy was with the little red 
fellows, who, while the 4big insects 
seemed out of condition and unable 
to defend themselves, after all proved 
themselves trained warriors.—'Wash- 
ington Times.

PERSONAL LIBE11TY SACRED. 


The duty of the state in prascnce 


of strikes is clear and imperative, 
writes Archbishop Ireland, in North 
American Review. It is to protect, 
personal liberty in all cases and at 
all costs. The entire authority »f the 
state should, if necessary, be pu'. in 
motion to protect the liberty of n sin- 
gle citizen, whether tlmt citizen be 
one who refuses to -work or one who 
desires to work. 
The state ascer- 


tains the. will of the citizen in this 
regard, and then extends over it the 
shield of Inw. The law should be uni- 
form for nil and universal in its ap- 
plication without regard to person, or 
position, or class. "The day of the 
public in trade disputes," once said 
Lord Derby, "is to make a ring and 
•see fa'ir play." 
The law should

Chrugtu, in 
Sc^uchuan, and, I believe, also at 
Canton, or somewhere near. At Han- 
$.incr, before the recent troubles they 
were turning out some fifteen rifles 
a day; but then they were not push- 
ing- things. 
Now all is changed. 


The factories are working at 
full 


pressure night and day. Some hun- 
dreds of rifles are probably produce-1 
daily now. 
Then they have all the 


machinery and mctr.l for citing birj 
guns. They also make quiuk-firiurv 
and machine guns.

magazine rifles,

ridges. At Hanyang they started to 
build a powder factory many months 
ago. The work did not progress very 
•npidly till the boxnr outbreak. Then 
the .Chinese put on a spurt.

They 
have organized hunting parties and 
are searching hill and valley and 
forest for the little rr-1 insect. Lady 
bugs are not easy to find, but the 
South Africans are willing to pay a 
good price for them, and with th? 
stimulus of a money reward the hunt 
goes on apace.

M'KINTiEYS OF DERVOCK. 


There is nothing1 wonderful, then, 


in the' fact that William McKinley 
of the JMcKinleys of Dervock, Coun- 
ty Antrim, won't to his death with 
the United Irishmen in 1798, al- 
though Antrim is -the ultimate coun- 
ty of Ulster, -Oho farthest hung bit 
of Irish soil thnt parts the fretting1 


foam of the Northern sea. The Mc- 
Kiirleys of Dervock were a substan- 
tial family. The sturdy stone farm- 
house iu Dervock, "four square to 
all tlie winds Uiait How," still ftands 
just as it did when they lived iu it, 
the thick walls solid as a fortress 
against tho 'assaults of nge. 
The 


roof of the house was thatched with 
slnte. 
The wide doorway is filled 


by the familiar "h:ill-tloor." 
The 


house is not old, as substantial Irish 
houses g-o. It was probably built in 
17U5 by the Will him McKinley of 
thn-t date, who left his initials cut 
oil an eld stone sent that still serves 
the visitor to rest upon, by Dervock 
do or: 


: W. M'K., 1765. : 


But long before 1765 the McKin- 


leys had livc-d on the spot, probably 
in a ruder dwelling torn down to 
make room for the present house. 
Their prscise origin is in dispute. 
Sonio say tha't the McKinleys were 
a Scottish race that settled in. An- 
trim during Tames I.'s plantation of 
Ulster; others stoutly mnintaiu that 
they were of pure Irish stock, and 
a sub-tribe or branch family of the 
great house of 
O'Nc-ill.

WILLIAM A FAMILY NAME. 
The name of "Shamus Oge" may 


be found among the list of those to 
whom a contract for the making of a 
road along the shores of Lough 
Neagli was issued ia tho year 1033. 
In 1709 David McKinlny of Dorvock 
was a collector of the "hearth-tax" in 
Antrim. From his time the names 
David nnd William reappear in tho 
successive generations of McKinleys 
of Dervock. It was the grandson of 
David McKiuley, tlie liearth-tas; col- 
lector, who went with, the Ulster 
United Irishmen, and so met death. 


Of David, of tha hearth-tax, aud 


his wife, Hannah, were born four 
stalwart sons, James, John, Peter 
and William. 
They were smart, 


stem men, of strong bodies and reso- 
lute minds, and with bold brows nnd 
prominent noses, such as have for 
generations marked the McKinley 
men. 


The oldest son, James McKinley, 


went early to America, niid from him 
descended in regular line the late 
William, -who, by a strange coinci- 
dence, became Washington's succes- 
sor a hundred yeaa's after 1798. 


A STURDY YEOMAN PATRIOT. 
It was by a junior lino of the fam- 


ily that tao William KcKlnle7 of 


1798 inherited the family home of 
the McKinley's of Dervock. And lie 
was, as his forbears had been, a 
Sturdy yeoman, tilling his acres, 
fearing his God, and fearing naught 
else. This William McKinley was a 
close friend of Hemy Joy McCracken, 
leader of the Ulster "rebels," and an 
ardent admirer of the Emmets, the 
Sheares, Lord Edward Fitzgerald and 
Wolfe Tone. .When the great orga- 
izer was in France, plying1 his quest 
for efficient French, aid, the United 
Irishmen of Ulster -were among those 
who strained their eye, day by day, 
for the sight of the French ships 
with their braided-up sails and flout- 
' 
proudly at their peaks the tri- 


color, which was then, over all Eu- 
rope the emblem, of liberty. But 
bright hopes faded, and in wild 'des- 
peration the people took the field in 
Leinseer and Ulster, trusting to 
:heniselves alone. It was not given 
o William McKinley to die ia battle. 
A quantity of arms and ammunition 
destined for the United Irishmen lay 
oncealed in Dervock House one day 
vhen a party of troops came upon it 
imwares, and captured the stores 
nd their guardian ns well. For Wil- 
:am McKinley's offense there was 
ut one -punishment recognized as 
deqnate in those stern days of bru- 
al tyranny and. deliberate psrsecu- 
ion. It was death—death to fight or 
0 stand, to run or to plot—death to 
ave iu one's possession arms or am- 


munition.

BRITAIN A CUP WINNER. 


Although the "America" cup races 


sonlr up all'-the available interest of 
the world while they are pending 
the cup is only one out of a dozen 
famous trophies that Britain has to 
struggle with other nations for every 
year, and to tlie yachting enthusiast 
there are several races quite as ex- 
citing and important. 


France lias her challenge cup, or, 


rather, we have it, for we wrested it 
"rom her two years ago. It is, how- 
ever going back to her tliis year wiih- 
out being raced for at all, owing to a 
clause in the rules. France has two 
international cups and this first one 
she calls the "Coupo do France." 
It 


was won at Cnnnes in 1898 by the 
English cutter Gloria and is a hand- 
some silver ewer, costing £70. 
The 


eadiiig French yacht club, the Union 
Dss Yachts Francais, 
offered it as 


open to any nation, defended by the 
French cutter Esterel. 
Gloria soon 


snapped it up, however, 'and brought 
it to England. Like the "America" 
trophy it is a challenge cup and oner, 
to boats of twenty tons, French rule. 
There was a challenger in 1800 and 
another last year, but our neighbors 
were beaten each time. 


Every year we race Germany for a 


cup that throws the "America" prize 
into the shade for beauty mid value, 
and is raced for by a big fleet of the 
biggest .and finest yachts afioat. It 
is the kaiser's cup, designed and pre- 
sented by the emperor himself, and 
which he always hands to the win- 
ning owner in person. It is of solid 
jold, bearing on one side a medallion 
of Queen Victoria and on the other 
side one of the kaiser, and is open 
to yachts over fifty tons in an ocean 
iv.ce from . Dover "* to 
Heligoland. 


Britain has always captured .the prize 
without difficulty. 


Even if we fail to get the one and 


only "America" cup and the states 
still hold our old prize tigiit, wo have 
STIR of hers which she Ims failed to 
via back from us, and a fine trophy 
t is. This is the "Cape May" inter- 
national cup, of silver, worth £80, , 
ind was first offered by America in 
1873 to all nations. The first British j 
mcht to challenge was Sir Richard ; 
Button's Genesta. 
and

asily, the r.ico being sailed in half a -\ 
jale of 'wind. 
Genesta brought itlie 


rophy back, and in 1893 America, 
je ng anxious to get it back, sent the 
Vavahoe over here to compete.

TRAINED BY MACHINERY. 


They are training- elephants by ma- 


chinery now. It is something' they 
did not do in the olden times( but. 
then, people have generally changed 
from the old tv.iys nnd there is Tin 
reason why elephant trainers should 
not do so, snys the St. .Louis Republic. 


Elephant instructors have devised 


a new method of imparting wisdom 
to their charges. In former years 
tlirre were as jnnny 
methods 
ns 


trainers, but with the invention of 
mnchiuery and the progression 
of 


tli'oug'ht a-material change has been 
wrought. 


At the present time -the elephant in- 


structor goes about his work iii pre- 
cisely the same manner as does the 
contractor of a sky-snr.ipsr. If the 
material in hand is to be- raised, -the 
very quickest nnrl safest way of ele- 
vating it is employed. If °a ten-ton 
beam is fitted t'o a certain position on 
the fifth floor, it is placed there in 
the shortest time possible by the use 
of a huge crane. 
If 
the 
elephant 


trainer wants an exhibit of lieacl bal- 
ancing or rope walking, he is enabled 
by the usa of -a chain to furnish n 
clew of tli« mnst effective nature in a 
minimum of time. 


D:ingli:ig at the end of a huge der- 


rick, the elephant is placed in any 
position desired. 
Once in this posi- 


tion, his education is 
commenced 


from that point. The new method of 
training is an experiment :is yet, but 
its success is assured, at least so far 
as young elephants 
are concerned. 


Recently a circus received 
a con- 


signment of a dozen or more pachy- 
derms from Ceylon, Sumatra and In- 
dia. 
Their agfs ranged from eight 


to twelve yc.irs and their weight! 
between 1,500 pounds and 'a ton. 


Coming fresh from the jungles of 


their native country, the young ele- 
phants possessed anything but 
a 


docile nature. Jleiire, their training 
was accomplished only with difficulty. 


The beginner V.-EIH taken into a ring 


in the circus training 
barns and 


heavy harness attached to a strong 
crane or derrick placed around the 
beast's body. 
The instructor 
then 


ave the command: "Stand on head 


and forefeet." 


This would be GrcE-k, of course, to 


tho pupil, but the meaning of the 
command gradually dawns upon tho 
animal's instinct after being lifted 
into the air an'd tilted-forward on his 
head and trunk several times. 


Thus, in due course of 'time, the 


youthful pachyderm is taug'ht suc- 
cessfully all the acts known to ele- 
phantine wisdom.

STATE TAXES NOT IMPOSED. 
Liechtenstein, with its sixty Eng- 


lish square miles and nearly 10,000 
inhabitants, may look down with 
something like contempt upon its 
smaller compeers, San Marino and 
Monaco, and the very greatest mon- 
archies of Europe may look up to it 
envyiugly, 
for Liechtenstein 
has 


neither st;i:rJiu»- army nor state 
taxes, nor public debt. Utopia has 
indeed found its realization within 
this principality. As if'to show how 
little governing it takes to govern 
well, the reigning prince very rarely 
vis:ts his country. Indeed, he hns 
not seen hhe castle of his ancestors 
since 1806, and the date of his re- 
turn is very problematical. But, al- 
though an Austrian peer and prac- 
tically a resident of Vienna, he takes 
a lively interest in the concerns of 
liis country- He has delegated the 
administration of affairs to a cab- 
inctsrath, who -seems •to discharge his 
duties to the satisfaction of the peo- 
ple generally and of the diet in par- 
ticular. This body, which meets at 
Vaduz every summer, is composed of 
three members 
appointed by 
the 


prince for three years and fourteen 
members elected for the same term by 
the people. 
One clerical, a village 


priest, is among the members. Ench 
of the eleven villages manages its 
own local affairs independently of 
the diet, but in matters of common 
interest the heads of the community 
confer with the cabinetsratli freely. 
Vaduz pays its ortsvorstoher the 
sum of ISO florins (S75) annually, 
but the seven municipal councillors 
arc unsalnried. 
There are thirty- 


one primary schools -and a secundar- 
scliale in the principality, and all in- 
struction is free. 


COINED HIS OWN MONEY. 


The prince derives no 
revenue 


• whatever from .his country bcyonc 


the enjoyment of "the products of tin 
beautiful vineyards surrounding hi: 
castle. The public revenues, amount 
ing to something like $100,000, ar 
derived from import and excise dutie 
and the postal and telegraph servici 
all of which brandies of the admin 
jstratlon 'are in the hands of Austria 
But that country derives no direc 
benefit from the collecting: of th 


revenue, the amount of which i 
turned back into tho treasury o 
Liecheiistehi. The administration o 
tho judiciary lies with the courts o 
Austria, but the country supplies it 
ov;ii police, three guardinns of pub 
lie safety being1 sufficient for Vaduz 
However, to aave tho principal pro 
rogative of a 
sovereign, 
Prince 


Jcthann II., on the adoption of th 
recent monetary reform in Austria 
coined his own money, and his hand 
some effigy appears on the crowi 
pieces of Liechenstein. Unfortunate 
ly, the coins had hardly been strucl 
off when they disappeared from cir- 
culation, having1 nearly

•adversity.

moat, to recognize '-the prescnci ol 
Prcvidcn-ra wlinn the sunlight of suc- 
cess cheers ithc-ir w-ty on ward, but 
IC^R f.vil'h iu tliu fairness of the heav- 
enly F.^'.'her if wi-thou-t fault ol! tlieii 
own they fall into, trouble. 
They 


have either n-o knowledge or no use 
for -that -oracle of inspiration; "Whom 
the Lord 1'ovcth He chndtencth." Jo- 
seph seta a higher example of &teiid- 


ast'foith alike under clear skies and ; 
loads. 


Notice nil the admirable mnnliL>css 


n this yoxing mnn. Degraded from 
a courtier's confidence and palace to 
a penal stronghold and liable to what 
doom he did not know, he held his 
.ongue, instead of: telling- on 
the 


temptress. By the whim of the inon- 
ir'ch. his head might he ordered off 
:t nny hour, but not a syllable in 
self-defense do we hear from his lips. 


Wardens of prisons have told us 


that not one in n (hundred convicts 
bear quietly their sentence. 
They 


bitterly blame their :ljad fate on 
somebody else. 
This disposition is 


nharited from Adam. But as it was 
10tiring to Adam's credit, it has 
never been a praise to others. The 


nocent can well afford to wait, al- 


though for awhile they suffer un- 
justly. There is in God's economy a 
retributive clement which, overtakes 
the -wrongdoer all the sooner if (I. 
Peter, iv., 16) his victim suffers as a 
Christian. 
Or if the wrongdoer is 


not overtaken the wronged one is so 
relieved as .to ehow that'the Lord was 
with him. 


KJ5WARD FOB THE VICTIM. 
Thus it fell out to Joseph. We do 


not know whether or when justice 
was meted out to -that wicked woman. 
3ut we do see how the Lord rewarded! 
hnr victim by giving Joseph (lesson 
verses 21-23) -marvelous favor with 
;he prison ofTicials. In. a not incon- 
spicuous public career which has af- 
forded me large opportunity 
for 


studying human life, more than on-; 
or a few cases have come under my 
notice which illustrates this very 
thing—that if one is absolutely rig-lit 
n his intention and purposes, 
al- 


;hough. circumstances may go against- 
lim for the time, his rectitude will 
je rewarded by a just and -holy Prov- 
dence in. one way or another. There- 
fore "let patience have her perfect 
work." 


Observe again (lesson xl., 1-15) 


•.hat Joseph proved his soundness of 
character by as great usefulness anri 
3dclity in tho degraded situation as 
lie had in the courtier's palace. Fi- 
delity is a sure passport to place and 
nnd. preference. 
It is because so 


many young men cannot be trusted 
ii whatever place they are put thai 
so many young, nnd older men, too, 
ire not put into better places. Em- 
ployers of labor always have va- 
cancies awaiting applicants who have 
character and capacity equal to the 
demands of the opening. 


FIRM IN HIS PIRST FAITH. 
Once .more notice that Joseph was 


firm iu his first faith, that the Lord 
who appeared to him in a dream and 
promised Jiint -supremacy over nil Ms 
brethren was worthy of unchanging 
confidence. 
And so it was not hi: 


•ay, as it -hns been with too many in 


the Lime of trial, to cast off faii.h in 
God, 
saying nil those notions I once 


had -were mere dreams. 


Joseph was sure that the God o. 


ihe dream woulrl be -the God of -his 
brighter coming days. 
And when 


the two culprits from Pharaoh's pal 
ace became prisoners (lesson :;!., 1-3 
with him and had troublous dreams, 
Joscpli promptly undertook to in- 
terpret them. 
And as hq was no 


necromancer, but believed in the Lord 
as the revealcr nf secrets, he went to 
God with the dreams of tho butcher 
and baker and brought back an ex- 
planation v/liich time proved to be 
true. 


Faith in God, is counted foolishness 


by some, but those who have trusted 
most implicitly and persistently have 
been Limy whose testimony is tliat it 
is not a vain, thing to do. 


HAS HUGE FOSSIL BONES. 


Dr. C. W. Andrews, of the British 


museum, lias

problems. 


Dr. Andrews has discovered in the 


earlier eocene deposits the -ancestors 
of the mastodon 
and dinotherium,

twentieth century Bible in twentieth 
century diction. It is to be hoped 
:hat the example of the professors 
will not be emulated by less scholarly 
men. It will be interesting to note 
how the new edition sells. Tlie old 
version of the Bible still sells ten to 
one better than that published last in 
England.—London Black 'and White.
